Look Homeward, Angel-Barrymore 11/28, 7 unanimous 
rave notices cheered Kermtt Bloomgarden production as the 
best play of season. All departments shared applause. Adapt- 
ion of Thomas Wolfe autobiographical nove! by Ketti Frings, 
direction by theatre newcomer George Roy Hill, perform- 
ances by Anthony Perkins, Jo Van Fleet, Hugh Griffith, Art- 
hur Hill, Frances Hyland and others among items all agreed 
contributed to successful presentation, Solid drama played 
with great passion and tenderness, gargantuan humor and vit- 
ality, summed Atkinson, Times, Fascinating theatre, perfectly 
sustained holding violently opposed emotions in balance, con- 
cluded Kerr, Herald Tribune, A magnificant play of splendid 
and stirring beauty, added Chapman, News. With slight res- 
ervation that play is not for those seeking escapist enter - 
tainment, Coleman joined in finding it a rewarding evening.

Off Broadway the investor can get a bigger return, 
on a percentage basis, than he's likely to get from a Broad- 
way show, "Business Week" survey reports tempting some 
perhaps to join the ranks of angels. The single example 
given is the reported $4000 profit weekly shared by Three 
Penny Opera producers and investors. Trade magazine did 
not point out a basic rule of Off Broadway investing: Never 
invest in an Off Broadway musical unless Times critic has 
single-handedly promoted show for two years.

The theatre columns of the daily papers are hardly 
the place to air intra-mural disputes between authors, 
adaptors, play doctors and producers, It is unlikely that 
such news of feuds comes from the producer who wants 
only the best newsbreaks for his show. Thus it must be 
assummed that angry authors or tell-tale actors keep 
the news and gossip columns fully informed. Though the 
temptation for such verbal retribution is great all con- 
cerned with a play's production must realize such public 
name-calling is childish at the very least and bad econ- 
omics at worst,
